25% cut drew numerous 
questions. and comments 
from the audience but 
Sheriff Curt Haas promis- 
ed that his department 
“would provide the best 
possible service it could 
with the funds allotted.” 
No funding was made 
available for added person- 
nel or for the purchase of 
vehicles for the depart- 
ment. 

Commissioner Jackie 
Bonkowski shed some ray 
of optimism when she 
reported that an area 
movement may well lead to 
the purchase of a new am- 
bulance for the county. - It 


would not be county 
financed, however. 
Substantial cuts were 


also made in the animal 
control and snowmobile 
law enforcement areas, 
although Sheriff Haas indi- 
cated that an animal con- 
trol officer would be hired 
by January 1st.

Deer Hunters 
Face Heavy 
Traffic 


The bulk of Michigan's 
“redcoat army” should en- 
counter few traffic prob- 
Jems during its annual mi- 
gration north the day 
before firearm deer season 
opens Nov. 15, according 
to Automobile Club of Mi- 
chigan. 

“The number of hunters 
in the woods should nearly 
equal last year’s record 
747,028, and most of those 
will be heading for camps 
in the northern two-thirds 
of the state on Wednesday, 
Nov. 14,” stated Joseph 
Ratke, Auto Club touring 
manager. 

Approximately 80,000 
buck deer should be 
bagged over the 15-day 
season, with most taken in 
the first week. That figure 
is down more than 20 per- 
cent from last year's record 
106,000 kill because of a 
drop in deer population due 
to three consecutive harsh 
winters. 

“The only traffic 
problem hunters could face 
is along I-75 near the 
Zilwaukee Drawbridge 
north of Saginaw,” Ratke 
said. 

Periodic slowdowns 
could result where three 
lanes of traffic merge into 
two. To reduce the possi- 
bility of jams caused by 
bridge openings, Saginaw 
River shippers will volun- 
tarily restrict —_ bridge 
openings during peak traf- 
fic hours Nov. 14-18. 

“Barring weather 
problems, hunters should 
be traveling at maximum 
speed on all other roads 
leading to deer country,” 
Ratke said. 

Auto Club predicts that 
northbound deer hunter 
traffic should be heaviest 
between 2 p.m. and mid- 
night on Wednesday. Nov. 
14, and 5 to 10 a.m. on 
Thursday, Nov. 15. A 
second wave of hunters will 
be on the road on Friday, 
Nov. 16, between 3 and 10 
p.m. 

Southbound hunters are 
expected to jam roads be- 
tween 2 and 11 p.m. on 
Sunday, Nov. 18. 

Mackinac Bridge  of- 
ficials expect hunter-ve- 
hicle crossings to equal last 
year's total of 21,000 be- 
fore the season ends on 
Nov. 30. 

Auto Club reminds hunt- 
ers that they must wear 
either a hat, vest or coat of 
blaze orange to hunt public 
lands. 

Auto Club will provide 
traffic bulletins via radio 
for traveling hunters bet- 
ween 8 a.m. and 11 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Nov. 14, in ad- 
dition to its weekly road 
condition reports from 3 to 
11 p.m., Fridays, and 2 to 
11 p.m., Sundays.

Time Change 
Calls For 
Driver Care 


Michigan motorists can 
help erase this year's 8 per- 
cent rise in 10 to 19-year- 
old pedestrian traffic 
deaths by staying extra 
alert following the switch 
to Eastern Standard ‘Time 
at 2 a.m., Sunday, October 
28th, according to 
Automobile Club of Michi- 
gan, 

“Through June, there 
have been 34, 10 to 19-year- 
olds killed by cars, com- 
pared with 30 over the 
same period in 1978," stat- 
ed Arthur C. Gibson, Auto 
Club Safety and Traffic 
Engineering manager. 

Darkness arrives one 
hour sooner beginning Oct. 
28, and Gibson urges late- 
afternoon drivers to follow 

these rules: 

*Watch for signs of 
youths at play, including 
dogs and parked bicycles 
and be especially wary on 
sireets near playgrounds. 

*Keep proper distance 
betewen vehicles and 
reduce speeds at dusk, 

¢Do not look directly in- 
to oncoming headlights. 
Focus on the center of the 
traffic lane, keeping on- 
coming lights in peripheral 
vision. 

*Keep windows clean, 
windshield washer solvent 
reservoirs filled and lights 
working to ensure 
maximum visibility. 

“The addition of reflec- 
tive tane to children’s 
jackets, Iunch boxes and 
bicycles and the use of 
brightly colored clothing 
also can help cut injuries 
and deaths,” Gibson sug- 
gested. 

Parents also should 
remind youngsters to 
always use sidewalks when 
available or walk on the 
shoulder facing traffic. Bi- 
evelists should ride with 
the traffic flow on the edge 
of the road and be sure 
reflectors and lights are in 


working order.

Possible way to begin’a column in recog- 


nition of National Newspaper Week, 
which comes along during October each 
year. 


The First’ Amendment seems clear 


enough to me. Congress shall make no 
law abridging the freedom of speech, or of 
vhe press. That’s what it says. But ap- 
parently that's not the way it’s working 
out these days. 

The latest assault upon the First 
Amendment comes from the United 
States Supreme Court in its July 2 ruling 
that a court can close the doors on certain 


‘“Niudicial procedures, banning the press 


and the public from the courtroom. 

This ruling came in a case known as 
Gannett versus DePasquale. Exactly 
what the Supreme Court ruled is open to 
further question; in rather unusua) de- 
yelopments, no less than four justices 
publicly explained what the DePasquale 
decision meant, and what it did not mean. 
The result is no one is quite sure right 
now. 

CHIEF JUSTICE Burger and 
Associate Justices Blackmun, Powell and 

@jStevens all felt compelled to add further 
public thoughts following the 5-4 decision 
in the DePasquale case. 

The original ruling appeared to mean 
that at the request of the defendant, in a 
criminal case, a pre-trial hearing can be 
held behind closed doors. The right of a 

®udlic trial, the court seemed to say, was 
a right that only the defendant could in- 
voke, not the public. 

Since the DePasquale ruling, more than 
60 applications of the secrecy provision 
were requested in courts across the coun- 
try — some in pre-trial actions, some in 
wrials, some barring the public and the 

“press, at least one barring the press but 
‘permitting the public {if you can figure 
out how that could be enforced), and other 
variations on the.same-theme. 

Obviously, the DePasquale ruling 
needs clarification; and thankfully the 
Hupreme Court in mid-October agreed to 
hear another case, this one out of Virginia 
courts, which involved'a closed murder 
trial and which should add new light on 
who’s entitled to what in public trials. 

THE ISSUE IS A serious one, and goes 


hed 
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citizen is entitled to a fair and open trial 
.. and more important, that every citizen 
is entitled to the fair and open operation 
of our public system of government, in- 
cluding the judicial system. 

The press has a stake in this pervasive 
struggle involving the First Amendment; 
but the role of the press is only as a 
representative of the people. The press, as 
an entity, has no right or privilege except 
as every citizen has the same right and 
the same privilege. 

When a reporter covers a trial, he-she is 
covering the trial as a representative of 
the public, to report back to the public so 
the public as a body can be informed and 
can make a judgment on the instruments 
of government. 

When the press is shut out of a court, or 
any other governmental activity, it is the 
public which is being excluded. Secrecy is 
the breeding ground of corruption. 

LOCKED DOORS and secrecy are not 
the only front upon which the First 
Amendment is being tested. 

Government censorship, under the lof- 
tier phrase of “prior restraint,” is a 
current legal issue, and a serious one. 

Unwarranted and unreasonable search 
of newsrooms, and seizure of the proper- 
ties of news gathering and news presenta- 
tion, is another current issue, and another 


. .serious one. 


So is the possibility of a court forcing a 
newsperson to reveal confidential sour- 
ces, and to hand over private notes. 

The struggle is not the press’ struggle, 


- but rather the people’s struggle, with the 


press acting only as the people’s agent. 

In perfect democracy, every citizen 
would attend every government meeting 
and every court action, be informed and 
involved in every activity of the society of 
which she-he is a part. In practice, that is 
impossible. The press, instead, is the 
people's agent in many of these functions. 
That’s why an endangered press is an en- 
dangered public. 

“CONGRESS SHALL make no law ... 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press...”" 

- Tt seems clear enough to me. 

One final thought: If the law, whether 
by Congress or by the courts, abridges 
freedom of the press, then how safe are 
the other bastions of freedom enshrined 
in the First Amendment? 

How safe is freedom of speech? — How 
safe is the free exercise of religion? — 
liow safe is the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble ... or the right to 
petition our government? 

How safe is democracy?

It is estimated that there 
are approximately 200,000 
people in Michigan who 
have diabetes and do not 
know it. The purpose of 
this drive is to identify 
these people and to alert 
them to the need for proper 
treatment. The testing is 
limited to those aver 18 
years of age who have not 
previously been diagnosed 
as diabetic. 

To assure an accurate 
test, it is important to eat a 
high carbohydrate meal, 
one with large amounts of 
starches and sugars, two 
hours before the test. A 
good breakfast to have 
before the test, for exam- 
ple, would be fruit or juice, 
cereal with milk and sugar, 
two slices of buttered toast 
with jam, and coffee or tea. 
A person planning to take 
the test after lunch could 
have a bow! of soup, a san- 
dwich, cake or pie for des- 
sert, and a glass of milk. 
The meal should be eaten 
within a 15-minute time 
period and nothing else ex- 
cept water should be taken 
before the test. The name 
and address of the family 
physician is needed for 
follow-up.
